Professor Brownell went to, 
China as head of the Department | 
of History and Government at| 
Lingnan University in Canton, 
China. The university is sponsored 
by America but built largely by 
contributions of the Chinese. While 
on sabbatical leave, Professor | 
Brownell attended graduate schools | 
at Yale and Columbia. 

Lingnan was forced by Japanese | 
invasion to transfer its work to 
Hong Kong in October, 1938, and 
Prof. Brownell also took up his po- 
sition there. Soon after the Pearl 
Harbor attack, Hong Kong was 
captured, and along with the other 
Americans he was interned by the 
Japs. The following August he 
was finally released and repatriat- 
ed, arriving in the United States 
on the Gripsholm’s first errand of 
mercy. He spent a total of 30 years 
in China. 

For the past two years Prof. 
Brownell has taught at Macalester 
College, St. Paul, Minnesota, where 
he was chairman of the history 
and political science department. 
He also was acting professor at 
Drew University, Madison, New

Professor and Mrs. Brownell live 
in Kingston and are the parents of 
two sons and three daughters, all 
of whom were born in China.

fj tone years before Pearl Harbor the Govern- 7 
ment asked Bell Telephone Laboratories to 
help perfect radar as a military instrument.
